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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C: 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hara et 
al. (US Patent No.; 6,398,366 B1). 

Regarding claims 1-10, Hara et al. ('366 B1) a light source light source 6 
attached to an optical device (Figure 6), and the light source device 6 comprising: 
a concave curved reflector 6b directing light from the light source 6a 
positioned within the reflector 6b (Figure 6, column 9, lines 10-14); a light- 
transmissive component 53 covering the light-radiation side of the reflector 
6b (Figure 6, column 9, line 60); a light-source housing 2 accommodating 
the light source 6a, reflector 6b and the light transmissive component 53 
(Figure 6); an opening 49 formed on the reflector 6b, and the opening 49 
introducing cooling air to the light source 6a (Figure 6, column 9, lines 50- 
53); the light source housing 2 including an air-introduction opening 54 
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corresponding to the air-introduction opening 49 in the reflector 6b (Figure 
6, column 10, lines 12-17); a duct 46 protruding from the light source 
housing 2 connected to the discharge hole of the fan 25 (Figure 6, column 
9, lines 40 and 45-49); the duct 46 attached to the optical equipment 2 
(Figure 6); 

the duct 46 functioning as a shutter 55 and an automatic closing 
mechanism 54 (Figure 6, column 10, lines 8-11); 
the light source housing 2 including a positioning surface 42 locating the 
reflector 6b in the direction of the light beam reflected by the reflector 6b 
(Figure 6, column 9, lines 15-17; and column 10, lines 2-8); the duct 46 
slidably - inserted in the wall - attached to the housing 2 intersecting the 
positioning surface 41 a (Figure 6, column 9, lines 42-45); 
a projector 1 comprising a light source 6a, an optical modulator 12- 
including 12R, 12G and12B optical elements- (Figure 2, column 7, lines 5- 
7) and an optical projection system 14 enlarging and projecting the optical 
image (Figure 6, column 7, line 26 ; and Figure 9, column 1 , lines 48-54); 
and 

the light source housing 2 including a casing 4 accommodating the optical 
modulator 12 (Figure 2, column 7, lines 13-15); the casing 4 including an 
opening 4c receiving the light source device 6 (Figures 2 and 6, column 9, 
lines 15-17; and column 10, lines 2-8); the casing 4 including an opening - 
receiving the fan 25, used to attach or detach the light source device 6 
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(Figure 2, column 4, lines 54-56, 63-65; column 7, lines 17-20); the lid - 
the fan 25 itself - that closes the opening being attached to the opening 
(Figure 2).
